School Committee to the Citizens of Middleboro : 

Our schools, with one or two exceptions in the out districts, 
are in a very prosperous condition. The teachers in our largest 
and most important schools have had several years of successful 
experience, and know what a good school is, and how to make 
one. Scholars who come into our schools from other towns are 
not usually as far advanced in their studies as our scholars of the 
same age. There are occasional exceptions, but this, we think, is: 
the rule. This speaks highly for the efficiency of our teachers- 
They could do still more thorough work if their schools were 
smaller. Most of the teachers in No. 18 have from 50 to 60 
scholars. This is too many by a third. But the schools cannot 
be reduced to a proper size without providing three or four new. 
school rooms, and supporting that number of additional teachers. 
We do not expect that the town will do this, for the schools are 
no larger now than they have been for a dozen years past. 
Some of them are smaller. 

We think it will be necessary, however, for the town, at the 
Spring meeting, to provide some additional aecommodation~ 
The schools are all full, and at the beginning of the Spring term 
there will be (judging by the past) twenty-five or thirty new 
scholars in the Primary School. 
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We have been obliged to shorten our schools, somewhat, dur- 
ing the past year, for want of money. We did this with regret, 
for we think that thirty-six weeks of- school, per year, is little 
enough. We hope the town will be more liberal for the coming 
year. Unless we have more money than we have had this year, 
we shall be compelled to. shorten the schools again, or reduce the 
wages of the teachers. Our teachers do not now receive more— 
but rather less—than teachers of the same grade and worth in 
other towns. It is much better economy for the town to employ 
good teachers than poor ones. There is but little difference be- 
tween the wages of a good teacher and a poor one, while there is 
avery great difference in the value of their schools. The com- 
mittee endeavor to expend the school money economically, but 
think that the truest economy doe not consist In paying the 
smallest possible wages, without regard to the quality of the 
teachers employed. _ A few hundred dollars additional expense in 
our schools, while it adds but a trifle to each man’s tax, may add 
very much to the value of the instruction which his children 
will receive inthe public schools. Every town should provide 
as good instruction for its children as it can afford. Our child- 
ren’s school-days will soon be past. Any neglect in their eduea- 
tion now cannot be made up in after years. What we do tor 
them in this direction must be done quickly. Let us make pro- 
vision for its being well done. ‘ 

Our High School is getting to be better appreciated than 
heretofore. The number of scholars has about doubled within 
three or four years. It is very much to be regretted, however, 
that so many scholars drop out without completing the course. 
Some stay only one, two, or three terms; others a year or two. 
Yery few remain four years, or even three. Scholars make a 
great mistake in doing this, and parents in allowing it; a mistake 
which will probably cause many unavailing regrets in after years 
when it will be too late to remedy it. Nothing short of impera-_ 
tive necessity should induce any scholar to leave, or any parent 
to permit him to leave the High School in less than four years. 
Most of our scholars enter the High School at about 14 years of 
age. Six years more of school would be better for them than 
_less. Four years is the least that ought to be thought of.

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As the requirements for admission, and courses of study 
have not been published for three years, we insert them here for 
convenient reference. | 

Candidates for admission to the High School are required to 
complete the following studies, and to pass a satisfactory exam- 
ination in them. | 

1. Eaton’s Common School Arithmetic. 

2. Harvey’s Elementary Grammar. 

3. Warren’s Common School Geography. 

4, Barnes’ United States History. 

There are two courses of study for the High School, an En- 
glish course, and an English and Classical course. Those who 
complete the three years’ English course satisfactorily will be en- 
titled to diplomas. We have, however, laid out a fourth year’s 
course for those who wish to pursue their studies farther, and we 
earnestly advise all to remain four years. The English and Clas- 
sical course will require four years to complete it. No scholar is 
obliged to pursue either of the above courses; but any one can 
select such studies as he may wish to pursue, from either or both 
of these courses, and recite with the classes that are pursuing 
those studies. Of course no scholar will be entitled to a diploma 
who does not complete one entire course or its equivalent.

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The number of books now in possession of the Library,,in« 
cluding those not catalogued, will amount to about 2900 volumes. 

The bills for rebinding and repairing books have taken a large 
portion of the Library’s income. It is for the interest of all its 
readers to take especial care of the books loaned to them, par- 
ticularly as the money expended for repairs or for replacing soiled 
and worn covers cannot be used, as it otherwise would, to buy 
new books. Nearly 200 books have been rebound or repaired 
during the year. One or two have been so completely worn out 
as to need to be replaced by new copies. . The system of accounts: 
is such that all the books loaned have been accounted for. 

No special effort has been made during the year by the 
friends of the Library to mecrease its income. The receipts and 
expenditures have been as follows:

' The number of fish taken at the two weirs sold the past year, 
was 166,328. About 30,000 were taken at the shovel works and 
put over the dam. 

No shad spawn have been put into the river the past year, 
as the Fish Commissioners say that they are unable to procure 
them. But we are assured that we shall have more as soon as 
they can be obtained, and we are also assured that the Fish Way 
at the shovel works shall be attended too directly. 

The Board of Commissioners on Inland Fisheries, have 
leased to the inhabitants of Middleborough, Lakeville, Rochester 
and Freetown, the Assawampsett, Pocksha, Long, Great Quitti-. 
cus and Little Quitticus Ponds, for the term of 15 years, from 
Jan. Ist, 1878, for the purpose of cultivating useful fighes. The 
lessees paying therefor to the Commonwealth a rental of ten 
dollars for the whole of said term, no fishes to be sold for food at 
seasons when their capture is prohibited by law; that during the 
last year of the period embraced by this lease, they will not take 
nor capture any useful fishes, nor suffer the same to be taken 
or captured within the limits of said premises, that they will 
observe and obey all the laws of said Commonwealth relating to 
inland fisheries, and that said lessees shall use all reasonable ef- 
forts to thoroughly stock the waters of said pond with one of the 
species of fish commonly known as trout, land-locked salmon, or 
bass, keeping accurate records for the inspection of said Board, 
and shall make a return of the doings to the Commissioners on 
the first of October of each year, of the number and species of 
fish which they may place in or remove from the waters of said 
ponds, and also that no trap fishing, seineing of any kind shall be 
allowed in said ponds. ; 

Forty thousand Salmon Fry have been put into the ponds— 
Fifteen thousand in 1877 and twenty-five thousand in 1878.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby required to notify 
and warn all of the inhabitants of said town qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
in the Town Hall, in said town, on Monday, the 17th day of March next, at ten o’clock, A. 
M., to act on the following articles, viz : 

Art. Ist. To choose a Moderator. 

Art. 2d. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year, the following Of, 
ficers to be voted for all on one ballot, viz: Town Clerk, Treasurer and Collector, Selectmen, 
Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, School Comunittee, Constables and Fish Wardens. 

Art. 3d To determine the manner Of repairing the highways and bridges, the present 
year. 

Art. 4th To raise such sums of money as may b2 necessary to defray the expenses of 
of the town the present year, and determine when the same shall be assessed, and how ap- 
propriated. 

Art. 5th. To choosea Board of Auditors, to examine claims against the town, and order 
the payment of the same. 

Art. 6th. To choose a Committee to settle with their Treasurer, and report the condi- 
tion of the treasury. 

Art. 7th. To vote the puy to the Treasurer and Collector. for his services the past year. 

Art. 8th. To dispose of the town’s right to take the Alewives, the present year, and act 
anything thereon. 

Art 9th. To see if the town will vote that the yards of the per sons chosen Field Drivers 
shall be Town Pounds so long as they remain in office, provided they also Shall be chosen : 
Pound Keepers. ; 

Art 10th. To seeif the town authorize their Overseers of the Poor, to contract ‘with 
some person to take charge of their Almshouse, and act anything thereon.
